Xelson Brown of Chelmsford, a former 


rp«;i(|onr, of this city.having lived on Church 
street for ,> bout 40 years, told of having 
seen, an old lady about 60 years of age, 
killed at tue Church street crossing about 
fifteen years aco. She was coming from 
Belvidere. and there was a pile of snow on 
the side of the roadway. 
She did not see 


the train coming alone. The flagman tried 
to push her out of the way, but 


Sho Was Struck by the Eugine 


and killed. He did not know her name, 
but she had some daughters who at that 
time resided near the school on Church 
street. He thought the train had ruu over 
her head and shoulders. 


He also saw two engines at the Lau- 


rence street crossing which had run to- 
gether. 


He then related a cab accident which 


occurred at the Church street crossing. He 
was in bed when it happened. Die heard a 
crash, and immediately rnn outside, and 
the first thing be saw was a man lying 
along side the track. 


He picked the man np and afterwards 


got his badge and hat, which were lying in 
the middle of the road. 
He also found a 


piece of tbe horse's leg, which was cut off. 
The horse was afterwards taken to Sto- 
well's stable and shot. 


Mr. Brown then started to tell about 


another woman who was killed near Church 
street, not near the crossing, but a little 
way up the track. 


Mr. Richardson objected to this as the 


accident did not happen at tbe crossing.

It fixes the duties on cot- 
ton cloth, varying according to llneness, 
etc., from 11-4 cants per square yard to 
31-2 cents, with ad valorem rates on cot- 
ion cloth valued at over 7 cents per 
square yard. Similar changes were mads 
;o paragraphs 254, 255 and 256—the rates 
beiug fixed-'accordiust to tho technical de- 
scriptions. 
No changes were made in 


paragraphs 257 or 258, declaring what is 
meant, by the term "cotton, cloth"; and 
putting a duty of 4.0 per cent, on cotton 
clothing ready made.

Bugging for cotton, composed in part or 


Jute or jute butts, 
is exempt from duty. 


In paragraph 272 the duty on flax gill 


netting, nets, webs and seines was in- 
creased from t!0 to 40 per cent. 


In the oil cloth paragraph (279) the duty 


was fixed at 2j per cent ail valorem, when 
valued at 25 cents or less per gqnnre yard, 
and nt 85 per cent wben valued at above 
2S cents per square yard. 


The duty on yarns or threads of flax or 


hemp was fixed at 35 per cent ad valorem. 
Tbe paragraph on collars and cuffs (275; 
was made to read; "Collars and cuffs 
composed wholly, or in part, of linen, 80 
cents per dozen pieces, and in addition 
thereto, 30 per cent ad valorem; shirts anc 
all other articles of wearing apparel ol 
every description, not SDecially provided 
for in this act, comoosed wholly or in part 
cl linen, 50 per cent ad valorem.1' 


Tbe duty on laces, edgings, embroider- 


ies, insertings, etc., was fixed, as in ths 
bouse bill, at 40 per cent; and on manu- 
factures of finx, hemp, jute, or other 
vegetable fiber (except cotton) at 35 per 
cent.

Warm Weather Will En* 


sure a Good Harvest. 


REPORTS FROM ALL THE MiW 


ENGLAND STATES. 


Southern New England Reports Most 


Favorable. 


BOSTON, June 12.—The crop bulletin 
bsued by the New England weather 
Hrvice for the week ending June 11, says: 


The first four days of the week con- 


tinued cold and cloudy, and the condi- 
tions were unfavorable for any crops, 
especially 
in 
the 
northern sections, 


Frosts occurred on the mornings of the 
Bth, 7th and 8fch in different section, do- 
ing some damage to tender vegetation on 
some lowlands as far south as Volun- 
town. Conn. In the north, except in 
northern Maine gardens, beans, ecc., suf- 
fered quite a good deal, except whera 
protected by fog; it was not severe enough 
to affect fruit 
Snow was observed on 


the mountains in New Hampshire on the 
6th, 7th and 8th. The last three days of 
the week, have been generally very warm 
and with much sunshine 
But with the 


high temperature aud sunshine, crops 
have pnt in a npw appPHrance and are 
pushing along rapidly. Corn has already 
Improved in color. At Boston the mean 
temperature for the week has been al- 
most exactly the average for other sea- 
eons.

In some places in central Connecticut 


fend western MTssichusetts no rain fell 
durintr the week, but generally abo'it one- 
fourth inch fell along the southern coa^t 
and in the extreme north and northeast, 
while from .02 inches to 20 inches fell in 
Ci-ntr:il sections. The top of rlie ground is 
getting <irv on the uplands in Connecti- 
cut, but no complaint is heard elsewhere. 


Maiae. 


There is some complaint in central and 


northern Maine of the seeds rotting in the 
ground. One correspondent in Aroostook 
county reports that be hears of few cases 
of potatoes rnttras; but as those in bis 23- 
acre field are all comina; well, he thinks 
the trouble is not general or serioti". The 
Cool weather of all thefitst part of the 
week has checked most crop«. and corn 
looks very poor; oats and potatoes have 
felt the cold weather also. The feed in 
pastures is first clr.ss, and the grass crop ] 
promises well. Some hoeing has been 
done in all sections. Fruit prospects con- 
tinue encouraging. 


KeTT Hampshire, 


Some potatoes are yet to be planted in 


New Hampshire, and many fields of corn 
for the silo have not been put in. Field 
corn that was planted early looks yellow 
and small, but has made good growth the 
last threo d-iys. 
Other early planted 


vegetables ar<s pushing ahead. 
There 


seems to be plenty of feed in the pastures, 
and the grass is looking better, though 
some correspondents report that it is very 
thin and others that rust threatens, and 
with the work of the grub worms will 
prevent a large crop. Cultivated straw- 
berries blossomed very full, and black- 
berries promise well. In some sections 
apples show better; in others, some trees 
are nearly bare of fruit, while others 
have plenty on the trees to mature well. 
The correspondent at Newport reports 
that it is evident more and more that the 
freeze of May 15 did great injury to apple 
blossoms, as the young sets continue to 
blight and drop; some trees have lost alS 
fruit in this way. 


Vermont, 


Grass is growing very well in Vermont, 


and pastures are generally good. 
Tbe 


night temperatures have averaged very 
low, 
and it has been altogether too cold 


for rapid growth of field crops. At Xortb- 
field the mercury ran down to 30° on the 
moruina of the 7th, and it was at or bt- 
low 40" on the 5th, 6th and 8th. 
At Bur- 


liugt^n, on the "bores of the lake, tbe 
te-uperature went to 40° on the 7th. Crops 
arc doing fairly well in this vicinity, but, 
in tha northwestern, cc-ntrtil aiul southern 
parts they are backward aud poor.

In Massachusetts the crops generally 


h'Ve been very qui'k ro feel the ed'eHs 
ol the preheat warm weather. Corn i& 
growing fast, after having been replanted 
turee times in some inf.tHni.es.

Mr. Brown then started to tell about 


another woman who was killed near Church 
street, not near the crossing, but a little 
way up the track.

IT 18 SWEEPING THE BIG CITIES 


OF CHINA. 


Thou i an a i of People are Golnt Down) Be- 


fore It and ijo Itemed lea Have Been 
Found to Cure Thoaei Strluken.

SHANGHAI, CHINA, June 12.—A fright- 


ful plague, not unlike thai recorded In his- 
tory as allllcllnff London In 1G07, has 
broken out In Canton, HOUR KOIIR and 
Takhol, and U haa already carried otf tens 
of thousands of victims, 


Tho disease is of a bubonic character, 


with purplish or black swellings In the 
graodular regions, In llm proln, armpit, 
under tho kneos and In the neck, accompa- 
nied by a terrific fever, thu temperature 
golnp at 11 bound up to 105 and over 100. 


It Is frightfully rapid In Us course, death 


ensuing and iho body turning black, putrid 
and swollen to thrice its size In the course 
of 12 to 24 hours. 
Very strong men have 


resisted the attack for two days, and thon 
succumbed, but ua many aa SO per cent, of 
those attacked in Canton died In one 
day.

REPORTS FROM ALfc THE NEW 


ESGLAKD STATES. 


Southern New England Keports Most 


favorable. 


BoSTONl June 18.—The crop bulletin 
bsued ty the New England weather 
Itrvioe for the week ending Jane 11, s»ys: 


The first four days of the week con- 


ttautd cold and cloudy, and the condi- 
tions wer« unfavorable for any crops, 
especially in the northern sections, 
Frogts occurred on the morning? of the 
6th, 7th and 8th in different sections, do- 
ing some damage to tender vegetation on 
tome lowland* as far south as Voluu- 
town. Conn. lu the north, except in 
northern Main* gardens, beans, etc., suf- 
fered quite a good deal, except where 
protected by fog; it was not severe enough 
to affect fruit 
Snow was observed on 


the mountains in New Hampshire on the 
6th, 7th and 8th. The last three days of 
the vr*ek, have been generally very warm 
and with much sunshine. But with the 
high temperature and sunshine, crops 
have put in a n~w appearance and are 
pushing along rapidly. Corn has already 
improved in color. At Boston the mean 
temperature for the week has been al- 
most exactly the average for other sea- 
sons. 


In some places in central Connecticut 


and western Massachusetts no ram fell 
during the week, but generally about one- 
fourth inch fell along the southern coast 
and in the extreme north and northeast, 
•while from .Oa inches to 20 inches fell in 
central sections. The top of the ground is 
getting dry on the uplands in Connecti- 
cut, but no complaint is heard elsewhere. 


Maine. 


There is some complaint in central and 


northern Maine of the seeds rotting in the 
ground. One correspondent in Aroostook 
county reports that he hears of few oases 
of potatoes rotting, but as those in his 23- 
scre field are all coming well, he thinks 
the trouble is not general or serious. The 
cool weather of all the first part of the 
•week has checked most crops, and corn 
looks very poor; oats and potatoes have 
felt the cold weather also 
The feed in 


pastures is first class, and the gmss crop 
promises well. Some boeing has been 
done in all sections. Fruit prospects con- 
tinue encouraging 


New Hampshire. 


Some potatoes are yet to be nlanted in 


New Hampshire, and many fields of corn 
for the silo have not been pat in. Field 
corn that was planted early looks yellow 
and small, but has made good growth the 
last three days. 
Other early planted 


vegetables aw pushing ahead.

seems to be plenty of feed in the pastures, 
and the grass is looking better, though

Senate SnbgtltuU 4-dopted. 


Paragraph 253 of the house bill was 


struck out, and tbe senate substitute for 
it was adopted. It fixes the duties on cot- 
ton cloth, varying according to fineness, 
etc., from 114 cants per square yard to 
3 1-3 cents, with ad valorem rates on cot- 
ton cloth valued Rt over 7 cents per 
Bquara yard.

In paragraph 281, duty on stockings, 


hose and half hose was fixed at 80per cent 
ad valorem, cotton shirts and drawers be-

In paragraph 263, the duty on seamless 


stockings, hose and half hose and knitted 
shirts or drawers was increased from 40 
to 50 per cent ad valorem. 


In paragraph 263 the duty on cords, 


braids, etc, was made 45 per cent,

In the oil cloth paragraph (273) the duty 


was fixed at 2o per cent ad valorem, when 
valued at 25 cents or less per square yard, 
and at 35 per cent when valued at above 
25 cents per square yard. 


The duty on yarns or threads of flax or 


hemp was fixed at 35 per cent ad valorem. 
The paragraph on collars and cuffs (275) 
was made to read; "Collars and cuffs 
composed wholly, or in part, ot linen, 80 
cents per dozen pieces, and in addition 
thereto, 30 per cent ad valorem; shirts and 
nil other articles of wearing apparel of 
every description, not specially provided 
for in this act, composed wholly or in part 
of linen, 50 per cent ad valorem." 


The duty on laces, edgings, embroider- 


ies, insertings, etc., was fixed, as in the 
bouse bill, at 40 per cent; and on manu- 
factures of CKX, hemp, jute, or other 
vegetable fiber (except cotton) at 35 per 
cent.

REPORTS FROM ALL THE NBW 


ENGLAND STATES. 


Southern New England Reports Most 


Favorable. 


BOSTON^ <f«n« la—The crop bulletin 
bsned toy Che Now England weather 
•srvioo fc» the week ending June 11, aiys: 


The first four Uoya ot the week con- 


. llnued cold and oloudy, and the condi- 


tions wmrt untivoi-able for any crops, 
especially 
In 
the 
nortlieru sections, 


Frosta oocurred on the moralng* of tlia 
Bth. 7th and 8th In different sections, do- 
Ing some damage to tender Tegtetntlou on 
•ame lowlande as far south as Volun- 
tdwn. Conn. In the north, except in 
northern Maine cardeaa. beans, etc., 
Buf- 


fered quite a good deal, except where 
protected by fog; it was not severe enough 
to affect fruit. Snow was observed on 
the mountains la New Hampshire on thG 
(th, Tth and Bth- 
Th« last three days of 


the week, haTe been generally very warm 
and with much suuahine. But with the 
high temperature and sunshine, crops 
have put In'a n.'w appem-ance and are 
pushing along rapidly. Corn ban alrcudy 
improved in color. At Boston the mepn 
temperature for the week has been al- 
most exactly the average for other sea- 
sons. 


In seme places In centrnl Connecticut 


and western MuBSHchnsetts no rain fell 
during the week, but generally about one- 
fourth inch fell along the southern coast 
and in the extreme north and northeast, 
while from .02 inches to .20 inches fell in 
oentrnl sections. The top of tbeprouml is 
getting dry on the uplands in Connecti- 
cut, but no complaint is heard elsewhere. 


Main*. 


There Is some complaint in central and 


northern Maine of the seeds rotting in the 
ground. 
One correspondent In Arohgtook 


county report* thit he hears of Tew cases 
of potatoes rotting, but as those in his 23- 
acre field are all coming well, he thinks 
the trouble is not general or serious. The 
cool weather of all the first part of tlie 
week hns checked most crops, and corn 
looks very poor; oats and potatoes have 
felt the cold wenther also. The feed in 
pastures [s first clnfip. and the grnss crop 
promises well. Some hoeing has been 
done in all sections. Fruit prospects con- 
tinue encouraging. 


New Hampshire. 


Some potatoes are yet to be planted In 


New Hampshire, and many fields of corn 
for the silo have not been put in. Field 
corn that wan planted early looks yellow 
and small, but has made good growth the 
last three days. 
Other early planted 


vegetables SH pushing ahead. 
There 


seems to bo plenty of feed In the pastures, 
and the grass IB looking better, though 
some correipondents report that it is very 
thin and others that rust threatens, and 
with the work of the grub worms will 
prevent a large crop. Cultivated straw- 
berries blossomed very full, and black- 
berries promise well In some sections 
applets show betteri In others, some treea 
are nearly bare of fruit, while others 
have plenty on the trees to mature well. 
The correspondent at Newport reports 
tlmt it is evident more and more that the 
freeze of May IB did great injury to apple 
blossoms, as the young seta continue to 
blicht and drop; some trees have lost all 
fruit in this way. 


Vermont. 


Grass is growing very well in Vermont, 


and pastures are generally good. 
The 


night temperatures have averaged very 
low, and It has been altogether too cold 
for ranjd growth of field crops. At North- 
field the mercury ran down to 80° on the 
morning of the 7tb, and it was at or be- 
low 40" on the 5th, Bth and 8th. 
At Bur- 


lington, on the shores of the lake, tbe 
temperature went to 40" on the Tth. Crops 
are doing fairly well In this vicinity, but 
in the northwestern, central and southern 
parts they are backward and poor. 


MiuEacliUHCtta. 


In Massachusetts the crops generally 


hnve been very quick to feel the ellecls 
of the present warm weather. Corn is 
growing fast, after having been replanted 
three times in some instances.

earliest planted potatoes are growing very 
luxuriantly, some fli'lds being budded
